tlws general knowledge of horticul- 
ture is much more estenaive than, 
say, so y«?ars ago, but the utterances 
of aa expert are none the less valu- 
able on that account Therefore the 
diseagsioa ot "Common Plants" in 
Garden and Forest tells us many 
things t5at we did, not know, or, 
knowing, showed OB that we might 
with advantage receive more infor- 
mation. The article on "Common 
Plants" says that different plants 
have different values to planters ac- 
cording to the use that is made of 
them. Landscape gardening wfcer- 
«ver it is practiced over areas of 
considerable extent deals properly 
with scenery— that is, with the per- 
manent features of the land—its roll 
of ncrfato, its sky lioe and distance. 
Tbe greatest artist in landscape is 
on* whdwith tbese fundamental ele 
nanto and the common trees am 
•ante and grass makes a picture 
which is a unit, and every portion 
of which helps consistently to giv 
expression to a central idea. This 
differs entirely from what is call« 
decorative gardening, which is con 
ceraed more especially with the de 
tailed ornamentation of more limit 
ed spaces. 


For decorative purposes plants SBC 


flowers may be groaped into ar- 
rangements which kindle admira- 
tion on account of their symmetry 
of form and richness of color. This 
is the presentation of beauty for it 
own sake. It appeals to ths sesthetic 
sense alone and Eat to the imagiaa- 
UOE, ami through it to oar higher 
nature as a landscape picture does. 
It is not necessary that a decorative 
groap should be in any sense nat- 
ural, sod plants with foliage of 
strong color or those that can be 
trained into peculiar shapes or which 
have aa us usual habit are often the 
most valuable in such places. They 
are useful just as stones of different 
form and color are useful in a mo- 
saic 
In decorative gardening a 


plant of golifea elder or of Pronus 
piasardi may have the highest value, 
while the same plant in a natural 
landscape would be worse than use- 
less and, indeed, might ruin a quiet 
picture by its obtrosiveness. 


Ihere 33 another kind of garden- 


ing, however, which has been called 
specimen gardening, and which has 
many i_trraentais to genuine lovers 
of plants. To such persons a garden 
exists for its plants rather than the 
plants for the garden. It is not a 
landscape picture that is desired, 
nor yet geometrical designs of pleas- 
ing form and color. It is individual 
plants that aia cherished irrespec- 
toe of their arrangement, and they 
may be selected for their rarity or 
their oddity or for any other quality 
that appeals to the fancy of the 
planter. This makes a pleasant di- 
verMon, but it is by no means the 
highest form of gardening. A wise 
observer once said that it marked a 
distinct decline in garden art when 
a gentleman led you to a point on 
hia estate where he could show yon 
the finest exyptomeria in England 
instead of conducting you to the 
point where yon might see the most 
delightful view.

ing to this absurd theory, you will 
simply shrivel up into skin and bone. 
Phe real value of an egg is its 
weight in good beef, so that it would 
take eight eggs of the average slue 
o supply the place of a pound of 
meat 


Then there is the universal fal- 


lacy ^bout the liver, I dare say that 
a million of money is spent every 


ear on the livers of Great Britain, 


and about £900,000 of that sum does 
larm instead of good. The liver is 
inbject to about 100 diseases, and 
he cure for any one of these may 
intensify any other of 'the 99. To 
ak6 one case as an example, the 
liver may be making too much bile, 
>r it may be making too little. Ob- 
viously the remedy for one of these 
lisorders would make the other 
worse than ever. So that when a 
>erson recommends something as 
•eing'good for the liver' just think 
hat it maybe good for his liver, but 
not for yours.

Half a dozen were on the floor 
of the fire, tumbling in at the win- 
dows, but the conflagration had been 
too quick for them. It had devoured 
all that was combustible at hand and 
was truly in a dying condition. It 
did not need the services of the lit- 
:le engine, for the firemen, scraping 
ogether what little there was left 
of its embers in some kind of scoop, 
dropped it in a mass after the f urni- 
ure and other goods. Two brave 
fellows, climbing to the gutter, res- 
cued the screaming woman, who 
iiroughout ail that interval had not 
ceased to make known her distress, 
and deposited her head -first through 
tho window of an adjoining house, 
and thus closed the little episode.

Another Search For to* North Pol*. 
The navy department having given 


Lieutenant Peary five years' leave iii 
which to search for the north pole, he 
•will start about July 10 on a prelimi- 
nary expedition'to Whale sound, on the 
northwest coast of Greenland, when 
he will arrange with the Eskimos for 
furs and provisions, to be ready when 
he returns a year later. In July, 1898, 
he will start out to go as for north as 
possible, taking certainly two years for 
the trip and possibly four. His plan for 
next year is to leave hia ship at Whale 
sound, push up the coast with a party 
of Eskimos to latitude 81 degrees and 
establish there on Osborne fiord a col- 
ony and base of supplies, which shall 
keep in constant communication with 
Whale sound. The'site of this colony 
he expects to reach in September, 1898. 
After spending several months in col- 
lecting supplies he hopes to make iu 
March, 1899, a dash for the pole over- 
land as far as possible and then across 
the ice. Mrs. Peary will accompany her 
husband on his preliminary expedition 
this summer, bnt on his final expedition 
he expects to have only one civilized 
companion, a surgeon. The expedition 
next month will start from Boston, and 
several scientific parties will go along, 
stepping off at Labrador, Baffin Land 
and Greenland and rejoining the ship 
on her return.—Harper's Weekly.

The first 
named yielded 453 bushels per acre and 
the last 306 bushels. The average pro- 
ductiveness of all varieties per acre wag 
344 bushels. There was very little dif- 
ference in the effectiveness of muriate 
and fnlpbate of potash on potatoes. One 
appears to be about as effective as the 
other. Those treated with corrosive sub- 
limate gave on an average 30ig" per 
cent less ecab than those untreated, or 
about 25 bushels to the acre. 


Potatoes attracting attention and con- 


sidered sufficiently promising to be the 
subject cf illustration are Country Gen- 
tleman, jnedhra late, rose color, shallow 
eye»; Hcaevyc Bose, good size, shallow 
eyes; Early Thoroughbred; White Ohio, 
claimed by introducer to be the earliest 
white potato; Rose Xo. 9, a late red 
variety; Uncle Sam, heavy yielder of 
tubers of fine quality. 


Tbe Sir William potato is reported to 


be a vigorous and prolific late variety 
Trbieh did well at the New Hampshire 
station. Professor Green of the Ohio 
experiment station, after having grown 
it on different kinds of soils for two 
years. Bays, ' 'It is an almost ideal pota- 
to, both for home use and for market." 
Dr. L B. Chamberlain of tbe Ohio 
Farmer claims it to be the best potato 
he ever grew.

Sorghum in some 
of its various forms aud names) has beeu 
our main grain and fodder crop for 
stock, and m this respect wo have not 
failed, and today with stock on grass 
wa have fcdder left, as we have had ev- 
ery year, and the drought of past two 
years is well known. 


A prommezit western official and writ- 


er says he never uses tbe wcrd drought. 
I am not afraid to use it I came here 
expecting it aud have not teen disap- 
pointed. Instead of trying to change 
weather and climate the effort has been 
to adapt myself to them. A drought is 
not a blessing by any means; neither ia 
it all evil. With all of our drought last 
year we had sorghum hay that grew 
much larger than we wanted it, the 
fault being ours in sowing it too thin. 


Here are our work and plans for this 


year: Common Norgbnui — or what iu 
the north is often called cane or at one 
time Chinese sugar cane — has been 
sown at intervals from tbe last of 
March to the middle of April at the 
rate of one bushel per acre, cut in with 
tbe disk barrow, tbere baviug beeu no 
previous plowing, then smooched down 
with the common harrow. This will be 
ready to cut for first crop July 1, and 
from the stubble will grow another crop 
ready to cut Sept 15. This will have a 
little grain upon it, but is largely a hay 
crop.

planted as late as July 17. This will be 
cultivated and cut same as corn for both 
grain and fodder, and our five years' ex- 
perience has shown it to be more profit- 
able for us than core, and we believe, in 
connection with stock raising, success 
with the average sections of otber states 
can be achieved. Of course wheat is our 
leading crop. 


reeding Soiling Crops. 


With August comes failure of pas- 


tures and a consequent shrinkage in tbe 
milk, unless soiling crops are at hand 
to help out the scanty pasturage. Tne 
careful farmer has bis crop of fodder 
corn or other greeu stuff ready for this 
annual emergency. It is a wasteful 
practice to cut such fodder and throw 
it upon tho ground for the cattle to pick

Beit Soil For Sugar Berts. 


The reports of experiments show that 


in Wisconsin the richest beets were ob- 
tained trom a fertile cUy loam. In 
Washington the best results were oDtain- 
ed from a soil int^rissdiate between a 
clay loam and a sandy loam. In South 
Dakota a dark sandy loam and clay 
loam gave tbe most satisfactory crop. 
In Nebraska the best crops are grown 
upoc d gaudy loam. In Kansas tbe best 
results are from a loam. In Iowa a dark 
loam proved be°t. In Indiana most ara- 
ble lands gave about equally good re- 
guits, though a moderately sandy loam 
seemrd rather better than others. From 
these reisults the ideal soil tor the sugar 
beet may be called a moderately fertile, 
rather porous, deep, sandy loam, with a 
porous suD?oil

The desire to be tat- 
tooed, bowei t-t, is the strangest and 
most iiicornprebeusiblt) freak of the 
criminal intellect It cannot be account- 
ed for oil any oilier hypothesis than 
that tbere is uu unyielding and invari- 
able compeusatmg law of nature which 
operates in tbe interest of orderly con- 
duct and behavior. But fur the tattoo 
marks with which many hardened and 
incorrigible wretches decorate tbeir 
skin many a criminal who is now con- 
fined belaud strong prison walls where 
be can do the world the leust amount 
cf barm would be at liberty today, 
preying on soc>ety. 


•'The custom of tattooing is as pop- 


ular aicoug the female criminals as 
among tbe males, though women rarelj 
have tbe murk put m as conspicuous 
places as tbo men. Tbere is all interest- 
ing field of study here for tho student 
of criminology. Lombroso has merely 
called attention to tbe fact of which I 
speak without attempting to explain 
the causes that lead to it, but he is the 
only specialist of note that seems to 
have gh en tbe matter any notice. It 
more frequently happens than otherwise 
that criminals who ersbsait to the tat- 
tooing operation choose a design sug- 
gestive of tbe lewd aud libidinous, arid 
in tbis is contained tbe positive bint of 
a diseased condition of miud which 
probably explains the real cause of tbe 
foolish and unbusinesslike custom. Tbe 
habit seems to bo so universal among 
instinctive criminals that I am iaclined 
to believe there zuust be some one or 
more institutions in the country where 
they get tbe work done. Few of them 
here will give tbe slightest hint of when 
or wbere they had the work done, which 
lends to tbe supposition that it is cue of 
the numerous .=°crets of the craft." — 
St. Louis Republic. 


Value of Sorghum. 


A Tesas correspondent of Home and 


Farm writes about sorghum as follows. 
Begin feeding to hogs as soon as hoaded 
out. Cut only what will make one feed 
or meal and give them entire stalk—fod- 
der, stalk. =erd. One planting will fur- 
nish food for several weekp, but to havo 
it last as long as possible tbere should 
be several plantings two or three weeks 
apart. It should be sowed near a hog lot, 
so as to be handy to cut and throw in 
the lot every day. Sow in drills, like 
cotton.

they had been engaged. 
At the end of 


the day even the men who had worked 
but one hour received the fall wages 
promised to the first lot who had work- 
ed all day. The latter grumbled a little, 
but were soon silenced with the idea 
that they had received full wages, and 
they were not going to bo injured by 
the others receiving full wages, too, 
even if they hud been hired later in the 
day and worked less, through no fault 
of their own. 


Onr ideal landholder must have rea- 


soned something like thic: The men I 
hired iu the course of the day did not 
happen to meet mo any earlier, but they 
were ready to go to work as early as the 
first set, and they had to live the whole 
day, 
and to have to loungo around is at 


least as hard as toclo some honest work, 
if not more so, hence they are entitled 
to receive a= mnch as if they had met 
rue early in the 'morning and worked 
day. 


Even if the above interpretation is 


not correct the fact remains that the in- 
cident espounded in the first paragraph 
is given to us by Christ as the symbol 
of the kingdom of heaven — on earth, of 
course, a kingdom of "equal justice," 
an industrial system renting on equal 
rights and so exempt from all monopo- 
listic combinations. Such a kingdom or 
social status presupposes a real human 
brotherhood, not thut of the larnb and 
tho wolf, the tribute collector and the 
tribute payer of today and all previous 
civilizations. The right to work under 
full p«y for a full life with all men was 
considered by Christ, basic, fundamen- 
tal, cardinal, essential, to be respeotec 
by society and to ue\ i r be mt< rferei 
with iu any shape, or form or under any 
coucer.able conditions a right without 
which, instead of having :i kinfidoui o! 
heaven, we coniil only liavi .just the cp 
pOMte, aud .••o .t kingdom of the infernal 
region*. There can tn no middle t> riu 
botwem tho two anymore than Ik-twt > i 
right and wi.ing.

It jjrowv but in two spots 
on the earth — on the mesas of Salt 
river valley and in certain parts of 
Palestine. The botanists know but 
very little about it, aside from the 
fact that it is supposed to be a mem- 
ber of tho quassia family by some, 
while others declare that it will yet 
be classed with the acacia group. 


Professor B*.-;sey, who occupies 


the chair of botany at the Nebraska 
university, is waking uii exhaustive 
study of the rare plant, and several 
choice plants have been shipped to 
him from Phenix. These were ob- 
tained from large bushes which grow 
at long intervals on the mesa to a 
height of from 12 to 18 feet. 
The 


Mexicans know it as the "Palo 
Christo," and the Catholic churches 
in southern Arizona are always deco- 
rated with the thorny branches at 
Eastertime. 


Professor Bessey has made cross 


sections out of previous specimens 
sent to him from Phenix, and his 
own language is that "these sections 
disclose a very rare and wonderful 
plant of which the botanical world 
knows but very little." 


The bushes as seen on the desert 


not far from Phenix have a most 
forbidding appearance. Only their 
remarkable oddity attracts one's at- 
tention. All of the plants of the 
desert have something to attract one 
to them and offer a certain pictur- 
esqueness and beauty, either of form 
or color, to the eye— all of them ex- 
cept this bush of wicked looking 
thorns. The bushes are all thorns 
and nothing but thorns, and their 
wound is cruel and lasting, for there 
is said to be a poison lurking in the 
tip of them. The poison is not dead- 
ly or even dangerous, but trouble-
